The  Loudon  ffous  reporto  a  bow  afld 
important  discovery  to  buttomiakhto, 
so  important,  la  foot,  that.  If  these  Co 
ro  “  aria,** the  whole  dairy  bwteflmmAf 
lie  revolutloatoed.  aad  rnacU  batter  bg- 
romcatbfBg  of  the  pant.  The  mixture 
of  a  steal  1  quantity  of  aa  artlele  deelared 
to  be  perfectly  barmlem  protects  butter 
from  all  the  ordinary  effects  of  exposure 
to  tlw  atmosphere,  so  that  it  Is  kept  per¬ 
fectly  sweet  for  month* without  a  par- 
ti  le  of  salt.  Tlie  experiment  was  lrzt 
tried  by  tits  Aylesbury  Dairy  Company, 
which  treated  butter  In  this  way  on  tha 
tweqty-scventh  of  July.  After  It  was 
iwe pared  it  was  placed  fa  a  muslin  bag 
and  laid  in  n  firkin.
